A man went up in Ja ckson's Hole, 
Ida., to hunt. 
He could

The way 
he drove tacks wa s a marvel, and hi 
wa s a line shot at sparrow herds. When 
lie arrived, it looked as if the J a ckson’s 
Hole game wa s going to suffer. 
With him went a man who couldn’t 
shoot in any such style. 
His rifle wat1 
a gitod one. He could hit a tin corn can 
at 60 yards very often, but ho couldn’t 
begin to compare with his friend as a 
fine shot. Ho wa s something of a hunt­ 
er. 
He had 
killed bear and other big 
ga me though. 
f Hoth got to shooting in due time. 
The crack shot ha d a 88.55 with which 
ho w a s perfectly fa milia r.

Egyptian Onions. 
Egypt has been regarded by some peo­ 
ple as the land of pyramids and m um ­ 
mies only, but it has from time im m e­ 
morial had a reputation for onions. A n­ 
cient Egyptia ns swore by the onion and 
regarded the pla nt as sacred. 
The in­ 
scription on the pyramid of Cheops tells 
us that the workmen bad onions given 
to them, and from the Bible we learn 
tha t the Hebrews, when slaves under 
Pharaoh, enjoyed these bulbs, and that 
when far a wa y they remembered “ the 
leeks, and the onions, and the ga rlic.” 
The Egyptia n onion is a handsome and 
useful vegetable, and by selecting the 
best strains of seed the qua lity tends, 
year by year, to improve. The Egyptia n 
knows two varieties, tho “ B a a li” and 
the “ Miskaoui, ” but supplies of the la t­ 
ter kind are seldom sent abroad, as they 
absorb so much moisture from tho fre­ 
quently inigi.b d gr< und in which they 
are grown that they do not stand a sea 
voyage well. 
I h o “ B a a li” onion is tho 
more popular Egyptia n onion and is 
grown in yellow soil, which is sparingly 
watered while the bulbs arc maturing, 
in order tha t the onions may stand a 
lengthy sea voyage with little risk i f 
sprouting. 
Ho excellent in qua lity are 
these onions that efforts are, if is said, 
being ma de in other countries to raise 
onions from Egyptian seed.— Chambers’ 
Journal.

Greenlander kills a reindeer and is un­ 
able to convey much of it home with 
him, he w ill, 1 believe, secure th*.* stom­ 
ach first of all, and the last thing an 
Eskim o lady enjoins upon her lover 
when he stts off reindeer hunting is 
that ho must reserve for her the stomach 
of his proy. 
“ It is no doubt because they stand in 
need of vegetable food that they prize 
this so highly and also because it is in 
reality a very choice collection of the 
finest moss and grasses which that gor- 
marid, the reindeer, has picked out for 
himself. 
It has undergone a sort of 
stewing in the process of semidigestion, 
w hile the gastric juice provides a some­ 
what sharp and arom atic sauce. 
“ M any w ill no doubt make a w ry 
face at the thought of this dish, but 
they really need not do so. I have tasted

AN HOUR’S WAL K. 


Yo u 
W o uld H ardly 
T hink 
T hat

M eant T rav elin g 8 5,2 53 M iles. 
Have you ever thought of the distance 
you travel while you are out on an hour’s 
stroll? Possibly you w alk three miles 
w ithin the hour, but that does not by 
any means represent tin* distance you 
travel. The earth turns on its axis every 
21 hours. For the sake of round figures 
we w ill call the earth’s circumference 
24,000 miles, and so you must have 
traveled during the hour’s stroll 1,000 
mil* s in the axial turn of the earth. 
But tins is not all. 
The earth makes 
a journey around the sun every year, 
and a long but rapid trip it is. The dis- 
, tauce of our planet from th** sun we 
w ill put at 92,000,000 miles. 
This is 
the radios of the earth’s orbit— half the 
| diameter of the circle, as we call it. 
j The whole diumeter is therefore 184,- 
I 000,000 miles, and the circumference, 
being th** diameter m ultiplied by if. 1410, 
is about 57 8,000,000. 
This amazing distance the earth trav­ 
els in its yearly journey, and dividing 
it by 365 we find the daily speed about 
1.586 .000. 
Then, to g**t the distance 
you rede around the sun during your 
hour’s walk, divide again by 24, and 
tin* result is about 6 6 ,000 miles. 
But 
this is not the end of your hour’s trip. 
The sun, w ith its entile brood of plan­ 
ets, is moving in space at the rate of 
16 0.000.000 miles in a year. 
This is at 
the rate of a little more than 438,000 
miles a day, or 18,250 miles an hour. 
So, adding your three miles of leg 
travel to the hour’s axial movement of 
the earth, this to the earth’s orbital jour­ 
ney, and that again to the earth’s excur­ 
sion w ith the sun, and you find you 
have traveled in the hour 85,253 miles. 
— Cincinnati Enquirer.

V111, and h<* presented it to the first 
earl ol Glunrieaihe, li wash* pouted m 
tin* mu ho um mentioned ui the opening 
in tin* year 1872. The harp is 32 inches 
high and ol good workmanship,

carving on the oak frame being equal to 
anything that **>ul*i be done today.

STRANGE RE ATS 
OF M ED IC IN E MEN 


OF KINGS ISLAND. 


B rln g iu g the* D ead Dark to Life by a Few 


Inrantx tio r.H and 
Fumbling ;« — Strang e 


Ho ck Upo n W hich h Oueer P eo ple Ke 


Bide In A pparent C o ntentm ent. 


“ The strangest island in the w orld,” 
said Captain M. .7. H'*aly of the United 
States steamer Bear in the Occidental 
hotel, 
“ is Kings island, 2,300 mile.** 
northwest of hero and 120 miles off the 
coast of Siberia. 
“ It lies almost in the middle of B e ­ 
ring strait, almost equidistant from the 
Asiatic and American shores. 
It is in 
habited by lbO of the queerest people 1 
ever set eyes upon. 
The inhabitants 
comprise m* n, women and children of 
all ages, and besides these there an* nu­ 
merous dogs of all degrees except high. 
“ The j-land is lit11* more than a rock 
rising out of the ate rm tossed waters of 
tlie ever turbulent strait. 
It is about a 
m ile long and half a m ile wide, and iis 
sides are ho precipitous that they are 
like cliffs. 
“ Almost in the middle of tin* island 
and at the south side is an indentation 
made by the rudiing waters, 
fnis is 
expanded into a funnellike hok, reach­ 
ing into the island and out at the top at 
an angle approximating 50 degrees. The 
hole is 180 feet d c p, and drring stormy 
weather the natives let down a rope and 
drag up the seals, walruses and other 
sea animals which they have taken. 
“ It is on these animals that the na­ 
tives subsist. 
They are very expert in 
taking them, as w ell as great whales, 
which they do not fear to attack, and 
in fact secure as trophies of tiieir prow­ 
ess. 
They hunt all these animals in 
their kyuks— boats so stout and sk ill­ 
fu lly made that, though they are often 
tossed over and over by the surf, they 
are 
never wrecked and 
are speedily 
righted. 
The boatmen sit w ith their 
feet in holes in tin* boats, clad in water 
tight walrus skins. 
These boats w ill 
put off successfully where the ordinary 
boat would not live a minute. 
“ Bu t about the catch of these w alrus­ 
es and other animals and the strange 
island. 
The natives have scooped out 
queer receptacles on both sides of the 
entrance on the ledge. These are so cool 
th'-if they are n*.rural r* frigerators, and 
iti these they store the bodies of theani-* 
mals for future us**. 
There are about 
20 of these receptacles or natural re­ 
frigerators, and there is nearly always 
a supply of meat m them, so that the 
chances of starving at any time are com­ 
paratively scarce. 
“ On the right side of the island above 
is the village of the Indians. 
It is a 
queer town, whose m iniature houses are 
made of walrus skins, stretched on light 
frames. The ground is so rough that the 
little skin abodes are ranged one above 
th*» other, like houses in a mining camp 
on a mountain side. 
In the distance 


they look small and fragile, but they 
are full of people and active as beehives. 
"F ro m the tossing waves where the 
bear lay th** ci tae* niblike refrigerators 
and the village presented a novel ap­ 
pearance. 
“ The island, although a sort of re­ 
public. in us government, is ruled by a 
few medicine men, each of different de 
grees of importance. 
The 
medicine 
men hold their positions by their re­ 
markable feats of legerdemain. 
Many 
people have gone to see Herrmann and 
B litz also in his lifetim e and 
have 
wondered at the feats they have seen 
them perform.

They would 
do things before y< ur eyes that were 
marvelous to us and to all the natives, 
for of course the natives believe im plic­ 
itly in the supernatural powers of their 
medicine man. 
“ But the strangest thing I saw hap­ 
pen >d on I card my ship one day. There 
worn about 160 *»f these natives aboard. 
One of the natives, a girl, fell down 
w ith a hemorrhage and vomited blood 
ail around. 
The blood came from her 
lungs in streams.

The effect o f an in ­ 
tensely heated atmo sphere in causing 
death has been 
but 
little studied. 
“ So me y ears since,’’ say s Dr. Tay lo r, 
the eminent jurisprudent, “ I was co n­ 
sulted in o ne case in which the captain 
of a steam v essel was charg ed w ith 
manslaughter fo r causing a man to bo 
lashed within a sho rt distance o f the 
stokehole o f the furnace. The man died 
in a few hours, apparently from the ef- 
fects of his exposure. 
Yet the eng ine 
rooms of steamers in th** tropics have 
been observed to have a temperature as 
high as 140, and engineers after a time 
become habituated 
to this excessive 
heat without appearing to suffer ma­ 
terially in health. 
In certain manufac­ 
tories the body appears to acquire a 
power by habit of r» sisting these high 
temperatures. 
Still, it has been proved 
that many suffer severely.

In the Turkish baths hig her temper­ 
atures than this hav e been no ted, but 
there is reaso n to believ e that serio us 
sy mpto ms hav e been o ccasio nally pro ­ 
duced in perso ns unaccusto med to them, 
and that in o ne o r two cases death has 
resulted. 
All sudden chang es fro m a 
lo w to a hig h temperature are liable to 
cause death iu ag ed perso ns o r in tho se 
who are suffering from o rg anic diseases, 
in attempting to breathe air heated to 
temperatures v ary ing fro m 180 to 200 
degrees there is a sense o f suffo catio n, 
with a feeling o f dizziness and o ther 
symptoms indicativ e of an effect o n the 
bruin, and the circulation is enormous­ 
ly quickened. 
An inquest was held o n 
the body of a stoker of an ocean steam­ 
ship. He had been by trade a grocer and 
was not accustomed to excessive hem. 
While occupied before the engine fur­ 
nace he was observed to fall suudemy 
on the floor iu a state of insensibility. 
When carried on dock, it was found he 
was dead. A ll that was discovered on a 
postmortem examination was an effu­ 
sion of serum into the ventricles of the 
brain. 
It has now become one of the 
recognized causes of death in this coun­ 
try. 
In some cases a person may sink 
and die from exhaustion or symptoms 
of cerebral disturbance may continue for 
some time and the caso ultim ately prove 
fatal. 
Death from sunstroke, when it is not 
immediately fatal, is preceded by some 
well marked symptoms, such as weak­ 
ness, giddiness, 
headache, 
disturbed 
vision, flushing of the- face, followed by 
oppression and difficulty of breathing, 
and in some cases stuixir, passing into 
profound coma. 
The skin is dry and 
hot, and the heat of the body is much 
greater than natural. 
W alk elowly and don’t fret, and you 
w ill not experience anything of that 
scrt.— Philadelphia Times. 


PUMICE STONE. 


T hirty M erchants A re E ng ag ed 
In the 
Tratle o n th e Island o f Lipari. 
Pr.mieo, ns is well known, is of vol­ 
canic origin, 
being a trachytio 
lava 
which lias bo**u rendered light by the 
escape of gases when iu a molten state. 
It is found on most of the shores of the 
Tyrlienian sea and elsewhere, but is at 
present 
almost 
exclusively obtained 
from the little island of Lipari. Mostot 
the volcanoes of Lip ari have ejected 
pumaceous rocks, but the best stone is 
all the product of one mountain, Monte 
Chirica, nearly 2,000 feet in height, 
w ith its two accessory craters. 
The dis­ 
trict in which the pumice is excavated 
covers an area of three square miles. It 
has been calculated that about 1 ,0 0 0 
hands are engaged in this industry, 600 
of whom are employed in extricating 
the mineral. 
Pumice is brought to the surface in 
large blocks or in baskets and is carried 
thus either to the neighboring village 
or to tin* seashore to be taken there in 
boats. 
The supply is said to be prac­ 
tically inexhaustible. 
Pum ice is used 
not merely for scouring and cleansing 
purposts, but also for polishing in nu­ 
merous trades, hence the fact that the 
powdered pumice exported exceeds in 
v. *ri ht the block pumice. 
Between 20 
and 30 in* rchants are engaged in the 
pumice trade on the island.— London 
NY \vs.
